Dear  Sir: 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  3,  section  24,  and  cliapter  6,  section  8,  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1947,  I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  the  County  of  Suffolk  for  the  year  commencing  .January  1,  1958,  and  ending; 
December  31,  1958,  together  with  miscellaneous  tables  and  statistics. 


Cash  Operations 

The  accounts  and  records  for  the  year  1958  indicate  that  the  operating  surplus  for  the  year 
was  $29,037,941.67,  the  result  of  the  application  of  proceeds  of  the  funding  loan  authorized  by  chapter 
717,  of  the  Acts  of  1957,  and  the  fact  that  actual  receipts  were  substantially  in  excess  of  estimates 
used  in  the  computation  of  the  tax  levy.  The  accumulated  operating  deficit  as  of  December  31,  1958, 
was  $7,041,981.15,  comprised  of  the  following  factors:

Funding  Loan 

In  1958,  debt  was  issued  in  the  amount  of  $35,000,000.00,  as  authorized  by  chapter  717,  of 
the  x4cts  of  1957,  for  the  funding  of  overlay  and  revenue  deficits.  The  proceeds  w^ere  applied  in  part 
as  follows:  (a)  to  liquidate  overlay  deficits  for  the  levies  of  1956  and  prior  years  in  the  amount  of 
$18,196,529.24;  and,  (b)  to  hquidate  the  balance  of  the  revenue  deficit  which  existed  as  of  December 
31,  1956,  in  the  amount  of  $11,488,329.78.  The  balance  of  $5,315,140.98  will  be  available  to  provide 
for  whatever  abatements  of  taxes  for  the  levies  of  1956  and  prior  years  may  be  granted  in  1959. 


Debt  Operations 

During  1958,  the  gross  funded  debt  increased  by  $40,001,000.00  and  the  net  funded  debt  in- 
creased by  $40,756,094.43.  Debt  was  issued  during  the  year  in  tlie  amount  of  $49,958,000.00  and  the 
redemption  of  debt  amounted  to  $9,957,000.00.  Resources  reserved  for  the  redemption  of  debt  de- 
creased during  the  .year  by  $755,094.43.  There  was  no  outstanding  short-term  debt  as  of  December 
31,  1958,  as  compared  with  outstanding  debt  in  the  amount  of  $25,000,000.00  as  of  December  31, 
1957.  Tax  title  loans  outstanding  on  December  31,  1958,  amounted  to  $337,335.31  as  compared 
with  a  total  of  $1,350,251.58  outstanding  on  December  31,  1957. 
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Revenue  Department  Operations 

\\'atcr  service  rcxciiuej^  for  the  year  were  in  excess  of  operating  expeaclitures  in  llie  amounl  of 
$78,924.81.  This  amount  will  be  available  in  1959  for  the  redemption  of  city  debt.  Income  received 
during  the  year  and  available  funds  amounted  to  S6, 188,579.73.  Expenditures  and  reserves  for 
incurred  obhgations  amounted  to  $6,109,654.92. 

Operation  of  the  Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel  resulted  in  a  surplus  of  $924,350.77.  This  amounl 
will  be  deposited  in  the  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of  Traffic  Tunnel  Retirement  Loan  Debt. 
Income  i-ereived  during  the  year  and  a\'ailable  funds  amounted  to  $2,348,345.25.  Maintenance 
and  operating  expenses,  redemption  of  del)t  and  interest,  and  reserves  for  incurred  obligations 
amounted  to  $1,423,994.48. 

Conclusion 

During  the  fiscal  year  1958,  all  known  obhgations  of  the  city  were  either  paid  in  full  or  adequate 
reserves  were  established  to  provide  for  their  eventual  payment.  All  funded  and  short-term  debt 
obligations  were  paid  when  due.  Interest  payments  on  nil  forms  of  outstanding  debt  were  promptl}' 
made. 

The  form  of  this  report  follows  closely  that  recommended  by  the  National  Committee  on 
Municipal  Accounting.  Under  the  present  accounting  procedure  of  the  cit}',  accounts  are  main- 
tained on  a  modified  accrual  basis.  Taxes  and  accounts  receivable  are  accrued  for  balance  sheet 
and  control  purposes  but  are  not  reflected  in  the  receipts  of  the  city  until  collected.
